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Czech Industry 


Production Cut 


By Occupation 


PRAGUE (AP) — Production 
from Czechoslovakia’s heavy in­ 
dustry, 
the 
mainstay of the 
economy, may be curtailed for 
“a long time to come” as a re­ 
sult of the Soviet occupation, the 
Czechoslovak Communist party 
newspaper reported today. 
Rude Pravo said that during 
the first week of the occupation 
production losses in heavy in­ 
dustry alone amounted to 1.626 
million crowns, or $227,640,000. 
“ In many plants it may be 
possible to compensate the loss­ 
es.” the paper said, ’’but the 
dc!a proves that the smooth flow 
of production in heavy industry 
is threatened for a long time to 
come. 
The Soviet Union has given a 
half 
promise 
to 
compensate 
Czechoslovakia for all damages 
caused by the invasion, and a 
parliamentary 
committee 
is 
compiling a report. 
Blame Moscow 
Rude Pravo said failure bv 
Moscow and some of its hard­ 
line allies to meet their supply 
obligations 
to 
Czechoslovakia 
was one of the adverse factors. 
It said five large export ship­ 
ments could not be readied on 
schedule because supplies did 
not arrive from the Soviet Un­ 
ion, East Germany and Hun­ 
gary. 
At the same time. Rude Pravo 
added 
‘‘the trade representa­ 
tives of these countries insisted 
on adhering to delivery sched­ 
ules” by Czechoslovakia in oth­ 
er industrial blanches.

SAIGON (AP) - Heavy fight­ 
ing returned to South Vietnam’s

killed shortly after one of his 
battalions repulsed an attack on 
the Due

cam p and killed 47 North Viet­ 
namese. 
Forty miles north of Due Lap. 
near Ban Me Thuot, South Viet­ 
namese militiamen backed bv a 
U.S. armored column reported 
another 47 North Vietnamese 
killed. Other American forces 
claimed they killed 82 enemy in 
two battles routh and northwest 
of Saigon. 
The slain South Vietnamese 
commander, Brig. Gen. Truong 
Quang An. 36. was the first 
South Vietnamese general killed 
in combat since 1961. Three 
American generals have been 
killed in action since that time. 


Two Yanks Rescued

shot out of the air bv North 
Vietnamese gunners eight miles 
northeast of the Due Lac camp.

Egyptians were reported killed 
in a gun battle across the Suez 
Canal Sunday. 
In a meeting that began Sun­ 
day and lasted past midnight, 
the 15-member council agreed 
on a “statem ent of consensus” 
read by the council president, 
Canadian Ambassador George 
Ignatieff. 
The meeting followed requests 
from both countries that the 
council give its urgent attention 
to the battle thai a t one point 
reportedly ranged along most of 
the canal, from El Qantara in 
the north to Port Taufiq in the 
south. 
A U.N. truce team finally ar­ 
ranged a cease-fire by early 
evening. One mem bel’ of the 
team was reported wounded and 
two U.N. observation posts were 
hit. Israel said the Egyptians vi­ 
olated one agreem ent with the 
observers to stop the shooting. 
Calm Today 
The canal front was reported 
calm today. 
The battle was tile fourth and 
most serious incident along the 
canal since Aug. 26. An Israeli 
charge of 
Egyptian provoca­ 
tions was already before the Se­ 
curity Council, but the battle 
Sunday and the council’s re­ 
sponse put the earlier complaint 
on the shelf, et least for the 
time being. 
Israel and Egypt each ac­ 
cused the other of starting the 
shooting.

Voting Practices 
In 1789. it was a matter of days before the 
news reached George Washington that he had 
been elected the first president of the United 
States, and weeks before the remotest hamlet 
heard about it. 
In 1968, it will be a matter of mere hours be­ 
fore all Americans — millions of whom will not 
even have cast their ballots yet — will know who 
is the 37th president of the United States. 
*

The reason, of course, is the instantaneous 
communication we are dubiously blessed with in 
the 2<)th century, plus the assistance of the all­ 
knowing computer. In the face of all this modern 
technology, however, we continue to follow’ vo­ 
ting procedures that have changed little since 
Washington was a candidate and news traveled 
no faster than the fastest horse. 
One voter who thinks it is time for a change 
in this area is Frank Stanton, president of CBS, 
who for years has been campaigning for a 24- 
hour election day, With the polls opening and 
closing simultaneously everywhere in the coun­ 
try, regardless of local time. 
No one has yet proved that reports from 
early-closing polls in one state have any influ­ 
ence on voters in other states w’here the polls 
close hours later. But a uniform voting day would 
certainly remove the possibility of such influ­ 
ence, argues Stanton.

It would also do a number of other things, 
he claims. For one, it would relieve the pressure 
in urban and suburban voting districts where 
long, slow’-moving lines often discourage voters 
from even making the attempt to vote. It would 
end the attitude that voting is an unpleasant 
chore that somehow has to be squeezed into a 
busy working day. 
Election day should be a national holiday, 
freeing everyone from normal demands upon his 
time and attention, says Stanton. The responsi­ 
bility of voting would then be associated “not 
with crushing inconvenience, but with a special 
day dedicated nationally to the most fundamen­ 
tal act of democratic life and expression. 
So far, however, Stanton’s bandwagon seems 
to be pretty much a one-man affair.

Echoes O f The McClellan Case 
Northern Sets Up 
Rules Of Control 


MARQUETTE — Northern 
Michigan University’s Board of 
Control has given preliminary 
approval to a new set of by­ 
laws reaffirming its “final au­ 
thority" for governance of the 
university and concurring with 
a nationally accepted defini­ 
tion of academic freedom. 
Drafted by a board subcom­ 
mittee, the proposed by-laws 
contain 14 articles ranging from 
faculty rights and responsibili­ 
ties to student conduct. They 
are viewed publicly as an out­ 
growth of Northern’s McClellan 
case, in which dismissal of a 
faculty 
member 
brought 
on 
faculty and student protests. 
The preamble to the exten­ 
sive policies states the board 
. . exercises final authority 
in governance of the Univer­ 
sity within limits fixed by the 
Constitution" of Michigan. 
It also says the board’s dele­ 
gation of responsibility “ex­ 
presses its firm support of the 
established rights and privileges 
of the academic community and 
its intent to defend them vigor­ 
ously. Such rights and privi­ 
leges include academic freedom, 
tenure, compensation and other 
economic benefits as the uni­ 
versity’s resources permit." 
Academic Freedom 
In concurring with the 1940 


“Statement of Principles" of the 
American Association of Uni­ 
versity 
Professors 
regarding 
academic freedom, the sixth ar­ 
ticle of the by-laws also states: 
“Academic freedom involves 
both rights and responsibilities 
which, at times, are so closely 
interwoven that they become 
one. The exercise of rights of 
academic freedom entails the 
restraints 
of intellectual 
in­ 
tegrity and of responsible action 
to safeguard its exercise against 
abuse, disrespect, and diminu­ 
tion. 
“ Acadamic freedom requires 
the recognition of freedom of 
expression by others and the 
full discussion of issues and 
problems.” 
Article seven, which deals 
with student relations, says al­ 
though Northern 
stands 
for 
freedom of speech, inquiry, dis­ 
sent and the right to demon­ 
strate in a peaceful manner, 
“freedom requires order, and it 
is not possible to have one with­ 
out the other.

WASHINGTON <AP) — Com­ 
munist China apparently is set- 
ting the stage for a major cele­ 
bration on its 19th anniversary 
Oct. I. U.S. experts do not rule 
out a nuclear test shot to cap­ 
ture world attention. 
Red Chinese scientists at test­ 
ing grounds in Sinkiang prov­ 
ince of western China have all 
the m aterials and the sophisti­ 
cation needed to conduct such a 
test from the ground or from a 
jet bomber, officials say. 
This could happen at any time 
without elaborate and detecta­ 
ble advance preparations, they 
add.
